mountains back of Ruby rise much 
more precipitously, contain less lumber 
and more water than the Sierras do. 
except the Truckee river. 


Ruby Valley from Pole canyon at 


its northern end extends .80 mile* out 
toward Newark and beyond Cave 
creek. 
The Ruby mountains butt 


abruptly upon the valley, are precip- 
itous, almost Inaccessible, contain a 
variety of scenery nowhere else on 
the coast to be found and only crossed 
In the 80 miles by two passes. Sec- 
ret and Harrison. 


The crests of the mountains cOnUUn 


numerous small lake, picturesque as 
any in the Alps. These lakes, though 
small, are hemmed in by generat for- 
mations, high cliffs, and can only be 
reached on foot, while the eternal snow 
furnishes a constant' supply of water. 


The mountains consist on their Ruby 


side of'"immense cliffs of granite-and 
limestone, from which the peaks loom 
up some 12.000 feet in altitude. These 
mountains are a prize for the geol- 
ogist and, except for the occasional 
tree which finds lodgment, are devoid 
of vegetation, except in the canyons, 
rhe western slope of the mountains, 
however, furnishes an immense grazing 
country. 
, 
j 


There are no foothills in Ruby, the 


'mountains rising out of the valley as 
they do in Washoe and In the Carson 
valley. From the north end, down the 
valley a succes.iofi of mountain s.riam, 
come forth every; few miles and even 
at this season of the year, when most 
of the streams of Nevada are dry, fur- 
nish, an excellent,supply of jyater. On 
each stream is a ranch of from 600 to 
to 6,000 acres. These ranches spread 
out into meadows and reach down Into 
the center of the valley; then eastward 
conies the great plain of white sage, 
and the vast winter range and' the 
passes and the valleys spread out in- 
to the distance and are lost in the mi- 
rages of Utah and White Pine. 


In northern Ruby great fields of 


grain are found, then on south the alf- 
alfa mixed with wild hay and In the 
southern end the meadows are all wild 
hay. 


There is no water litigation in the 


valley because each man has a creek 
and each ranch cuts from 200 to 2,000 
tons of hay and each rancher has from 
200 to 3,000 head of cattle. 


Ruby valley is one of the most re- 


markable stock regions in the west. It 
la an ideal stock country. While heavy 
snows fall near the mountains, yet Aye 
miles out in the valley scarcely any 
fails and the cattle thrive on the white 
sage pialns. 


The cattle men inform me that the 


ranges are about eaten out and 'de- 
stroyed and that the cattle business* 
is reduced to a question of keeping 
Just a many cattle as can be pastured 
and fed, that the ranges of twenty 
years ago are eat^ri out, yet Ruby val- 
ley has easily 16,000 head of cattle and 
produces 15,000 tons of hay. 


Most of the settlers have been in 


the valley a life time and are all well 
to-do. The homes are all along 
main traveled roads and the meadows 
with willows and trees, are found on 
the gentle slopes below some of the 
streams. They are very picturesque, 
and come out of canyons at the head 
of which are large basin*. ,;- 


One of the great curiosities I* the 


great streajpn of water that flow* from 
a subterranean lake at Cave creek. The 
stream come* out of a small tunnel- 
like opening. A short distance a boat 
can be used and in the mountains a 
lake .opening Into a vast, cavern, whose 
w*ils are white and sepulchral like 
There I* a mystery about the depth of 
this lake, which has never been ascer- 
tained. Two soldiers entered this cav- 
ern in a boat and never returned to 
.ell their tale. 


The valley contains poitofllce* a* 


follows: Arthur, Schley, Blaine and 
Ruby, while every ten or fifteen mile* 
the school house is found. The people 
are of the generous and hospitable 
western type, whole-souled and broad- 
minded.

manifest a spirit of dissatisfaction of the course of 
the officers of the national organi/ation who have 
conducted the contest from the 'beginning. In our 
opinion the present steel workers strike has been 
conducted with greater wisdom, s\>>tem and judg- 
ment than an\ previous one and if it fails it will be 
conclusive evidence that demonstrations of that 
kind are practically useies-, in the settlement of dif- 
ferences between capital and labor 
As The Jour- 


nal remarked a few davs ago, it is a question of en 
durance between the trust and the workmen, and 
that the contest would be determined in favor ot 
the one that could hold out the longest 


That it was an unequal fight we have believed 


from the start 
The advantage was all on the side 


oi the trust, which could afford to lose hundreds of 
thousands of dollars to the workmen's one. and 
then be gainers, pecuniarily in the longjrun, b\ 
demonstrating the futiliU of future-demonstrations 
of the kind 
So long as the workmen have to con- 


tend with the power of aggregated wealth in the 
shape of trusts, just so long ,\ ill the\ be subject to 
the will oi their nutters and powerless to enforce 
the r demands, or free themselves from the thraldom 
of their emplo\ers' conditions, not only in regard to 
matters of hours and wagL-s, but in all others per 
taming to the rights of the working classes 


With the abolishment of trustc the workmen 


would ha%eonK to contend with capital legitimate 
ly invested --with smaller corporations and individu- 
al concerns 
In e\ent ol failure this time, the onh 


alternative will be the ballot box which should have 
been resorted to \ears ago 
Let the workingmen 


gi\e their united support to the national political 
part\, which 111 their opinion will do the most to- 
ward the abolishment of the e\il w hich is the sole 
cause ot their powerless condition. 


When the business of the trusts isdi\uled among 


smaller corporations with the power of such com- 
b.nations as will create monopoly in its special 
branch, denied them, and capital diverted to small- 
er channels, and subject to legitimate competition, 
the labor organizations \\ill be in a position to en- 
force their just demands 
The abolishment of the 


trusts should be accompanied by a national compul- 
sory arbitration law, which would prevent unjust 
exaction upon either side 
When the first is accom- 


plished, it is quite certain that capital will be the 
most persistent in de aanding the passage of the ar- 
bitration law, for its own protection, for without it, 
it would reah/e that the working classes would be 
in a position not only to detend their rights, but 
perhaps in some localities to enforce unjust de 
mands. 


If there is a solution to the capital and labor 


question in the United States, it is the adoption of 
the twin measures of justice—abolishment of the 
trusts, and the enactment of a compulsory arbitra- 
tion law. 
At all events it would be a long stride in 


the right direction

CESSION OF PUBLIC LANDS. 


T 


HE ''cession of and land" is a question which is 
not generally understood b> the masses of the 


people, and tor that reason the specious reasoning 
of the advocates of that principL- or sjstem, who 
will seek congressional aid in carrying out their de- 
sigu, is probably ha\ ing some effect. 


Cession of arid lands to the ^tates in which they 


are located will not benefit the States. 
The object 


of the promoters is to secure vast areas of those 
lands for grazing purposes at a normal rental which 
will vield only an insignificant revenue to the State, 
while proh'biting the thomesteading of the lands, 
aid the consequent increase n settlement and val- 
ues which would follow the proposed national wa- 
ter storage system 
If the "Cession" to the Mates 


prevails, the result will be the leasing of them to 
largely capitalized interns s to the exclusion of 
small ranchers who are now permitted to range* 
their stock on government land without paying 
tithes to corporations, istate or the Federal govern- 
ment 


The supporters of the cession plan argue that 


th* States themselves will place the lands in a con- 
dition to be cultivated by the construction of reser- 
voirs, canals and other accessories to irrigation. The 
impracticability of this is clearh shown in a speech 
of Congressman New lands during the last session 
of Congress from which the following is an extract-

lands bv actual settlers, and to eliminate entirely 
the speculator and the capitalist. 


The difference of the result would be, ¥ the -in- 


terstate or national system is adopted millions of 
acres of land, now.tither valueless or iwcfttl only 
for grazing purposes, wiH be reclaimed and furnish 
thousands of homes for settlers, increasing 
the 


wealth of the States and nation to an enormous ex- 
tent, besides the benefit derived from the accession 
of a desirable class Of population, and the extension 
of every facility for the promotion of the commer- 
cial aiiu agricultural interests in all of the arid land 
States. If the scheme of the cession land grabbers 
prevails, the condition of the now sterile lands will 
continue, and the small farmers will be deprived oi 
the small benefit they now enjoy from the govern- 
ment lands by permission to graze their stock there- 
on.
